THE MEETING OF THE CONGREGATION 

The meeting of our congregation which is announced for this 
evening at 8:15 should be unusually well attended, because aside 
from certain routine, which will be quickly disposed of, it is called 
to deal with an unusual matter,, namely the proposed exchange of 
ministers between the First Lutheran Church, and a certain parish 
in Iceland. 

This proposal comes in the form of an offer from the Govern¬ 
ment of Iceland. It is a gesture of courtesy and good will, and is 
intended as a compliment to our congregation. The purpose of this 
proposed exchange is to foster friendship and co-operation between 
Canada and Iceland, and to give the ministers concerned an oppor¬ 
tunity for cultural advancement, which, it is hoped, will in turn be 
beneficial to their respective parishes. The Government of Iceland 
is offering free transportation for both ministers and their families 
across the Atlantic. Apparently the plan is that the exchange shall 
take place during the vacation period this summer, and that it shall 
be for one year. 

The Board of Trustees and the Board of Deacons have discussed 
this matter thoroughly at a joint meeting, at which it was decided 
to place the matter before the congregation for approval or rejection. 
The only question to be dealt with this evening, in regard to this 
matter is: Does the congregation of the F L.C. approve this exchange 
in principle? Do we think a project of this kind is worthwhile, 
and that the objectives, as outlined above are worth seeking? There 
are of course numerous details to be worked out in connection with 
this project, if it is to be carried out. But these should be left to the 
Church Boards, or a special committee to be selected by the 
congregation. 

It is of great importance that the entire congregation make its 
opinion known in this matter. Those attending the morning 
service should certainly be no less concerned than the evening 
congregation and should attend the meeting this evening and help 
solve this problem. The meeting will be conducted in both langu¬ 
ages so that all will have an opportunity to be heard and understood. 

Please remember the Pastor of the F.L.C. is asking no favours 
in this connection, and the discussion should in no case be reduced 
to a personal issue so far as he or his family is concerned. He will 
of course abide by the decision of the congregation, no matter what 
the outcome.
